It was recalled that the Argen- 
tine foreign minister said even be- 
fore the conference began that any 
agreements he made would have 
to be approved by his congress. 

Chiles Foreign Minister Juan 
Bautista Rossetti, however, made 
the reservation that he would 
have to consult his government.

No Rout, Yet 


Each day's news of continuing Russian gains 
against the German foe is received with 
pleasure and good cheer in America. Every inch 
of ground rewon, every scrap of equipment 
destroyed or captured, every Nazi slain or 
made prisoner, is all to the good. 

However, we must guard against these suc- 
cessive gains for Russian arms tricking us 
into over-confidence and undue optimism. The 


most careful reading of reports from Russia, 


from Germany and from other sources fails to 
reveal any basis, as yet, for anticipation of an 
early German rout. 

As a matter of fact, the withdrawal of the 
Nazi army from advance lines made untenable 
by the combined power of the Russian armies 
and the Russian winter has been a masterly 
operation. The Germans have lost much equip- 
ment and many men, but they still hold a large 
segment of Russia, and they are still able, 
apparently, to withdraw the bulk of their forces 
from any area while delaying the Russian 
advance by rearguard action. 

It is to be hoped that we and our allies can 
make ourselves so strong in equipment by the 
time of the coming of spring, that we will be 
able to strike a real offensive blow against the 
Nazis. Otherwise, despite Russian successes of 
the winter campaign, the offensive will remain 
in Hitler’s hand for another year. 

The Russians have done magnificently. They 
are still doing great work. But we must not 
become over-confident of their ability to keep 
up the present record once the spring has come. 
We must not lessen our own efforts to create 
and use an offensive striking power that shall

Plutocrats and Profiteers 

The House Naval Committee, in a report 
made public Tuesday, revealed that some 
defense firms are already reaping ‘excessive 
profits” from war contracts and that organized 
labor unions have made “tremendous financial 
gains” during the defense effort. 

As remedies for these two evils, the com- 
mittee recommends legislation to limit profits 
on all war contracts and to eytend government 
Supervision over union finances. 

The fact that 117 unions boasted net assets 
of $82,594,959 on March 31 last, and that these 
assets had jumped almost 15 per cent in the 
previous 18-month period, reveals what unlimit- 
ed resources union leaders have to draw upon, 
with absolutely no effective means of checking 
what they do with the money. 

These union funds are tax-exempt, a condi- 
tion which should’ arouse the indignation of

every American. When the nation is faced with 


an undertaking so costly it is draining all spare 


cash from everybody’s pockets, to allow union 


treasuries to enjoy such special privilege as tax 
exemption is totally unfair to the rest of the 
nation. 

It must be remembered, too, that the funds 
going into these treasuries never pay taxes. 
Individual union members are, under the 
income tax law, permitted to deduct all dues 
and assessments paid their unidn when filing 
their individual tax returns. 

But a worse angle even than that of tax 
exemption is that these vast union finances are 
Subject to no supervision. No financial state- 
ments are made to any governmental authority 
nor, in most cases, even to the membership of 
the union itself. The only safeguard against 
improper use of the money is the presumed 
honesty of the union officials. If, as is true 
in numerous cases, these officials are not 
honest, they may dip into these funds for 
personal use, with immunity from prosecution 
or arrest. That some of them do so dip is 
evident m the number of union “bosses” who 
live luxurious lives, patronize costly hobbies 
and run up tremendous “expense accounts.” 

Certainly, there should be legal limit on. the 
profits permitted under any contract for war 
goods or services. And, at the same time, unions 
should be required to make strict accounting of 
their funds, receipts and disbursements and be 
required, likewise, to pay their share of the war 
taxes the nation must shoulder.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
STORIES OF PEARL HARBOR WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.— 


Some of the stories just 
getting back on Pearl Harbor still make colorful reading. 

On the lighter side of things, one of the most interesting is told 
by a former Washington newspaperman, William Dougherty, who 
was in Honolulu at the time of the Japanese attack. He had the 
unusual experience of witnessing from a distance the heaviest part 
of the first raid without realizing anything more extraordinary than 
practice maneuvers was going on. 

Mr. Dougherty isn’t the kind of a drinking man that all of this 
implies. He carries his drinks well. 

On the morning of December 7 he and Mrs. Dougherty, to- 
gether with a small group of friends, including a deputy law en- 
forcement officer in Honolulu, went down to the beach for an early 
swim. Before leaving the Royal Hawaiian hotel they heard radio 
reports blaring orders for Naval and Army officers to go to their 
posts. From Pearl Harbor, seven miles away, came sounds of ter- 
rific explosions. There was much air activity overhead also. 

None of this excited the curiosity of the swim-

ming party overmuch, however, and they went 


about the business at hand with a zest. Occasionally, when some of 
the bombs would drop particularly. close, a member of the party 
would remark on the “great show” the Navy seemed to be put- 
ting on. 

“We thought the Navy was just putting on something extra that 
morning,” said Dougherty, now back in Washington. “The orders 
we heard broadcast over the radio seemed to be an added Orson 
Welles touch to give greater realism. They are always holding some 


sort of maneuvers out there.” 


Not until another peace officer found the swimming party and 
presented pressing orders for the deputy to report to his head- 
quarters did the group realize they had been witnessing one of the 


most dramatic incidents in our history. 
Another story in the same vein comes 


“GO BACK TO BED” 
from Army sources here. It is not 


appropriate to give names, but on the morning of the Pearl Harbor 
attack an officer at one of the outlying Army bases, which caught 
the first load of bombs as the Japs flew over, grabbed the telephone 
to make a frantic report to the officer of the day at Hickam Field, 
some miles away. : 
The latter field officer, after hearing the first few words of the 
frantic report, soothingly told his caller to go back to bed and sleep 
it off, banging up the receiver as he finished. Before he could re- 
lease the receiver an aerial bomb demolished a section of the very 
building from which he was talking. 


NO ONE PREPARED ‘The stories merely illustrate how civil- 

ian and service personnel alike were 
taken by surprise. No one was prepared to believe such an act of 
treachery was possible. The chief wonder, under the circumstances, 
is that the Japs were not able to do more damage than they actually 
did. Our men responded with true heroism once they got into 
action. 

Secretary Knox in his personal report said the Fifth Column 
activities revealed in Hawaii exceeded anything yet seen in the war, 
with the possible exception of the German invasion of Norway. 
It is now possible to give some of the details on which he is re- 
ported to have made the statement.

THE PEANUT SOLDIER Not since the “Peanut Vender® 


song came out of Cuba have we 
heard so much about the peanut. 

The lowly goober is being called upon to do wartime service, 
The nation needs more oil. It will be squeezed out of peanuts, 
The nation needs more food. Peanuts will help. 

The story of peanuts in Georgia is not without drama. 

Twenty-five years ago peanuts practically were unknown as & 
farm crop. People had patches of them or put in a few acres for 
the hogs. 

Last year peanuts were Georgia’s second money crop. 

The farmers of Georgia who sold peanuts received $24,088,510 
for their 1941 crop of goobers. 

They did not include the thousands of bales of fine peanut hay. 

Nor does it include the peanuts which were consumed by the 
hogs in the process of producing peanut ham and bacon. Hogs were 
turned into thousands of acres of peanuts. They rooted out the nuts, 

(Thousands of pounds of these Georgia hams went to Virginia, 
there to undergo the Smithfield “cure,” which. requires a peanut 
ham because of the considerable shrinkage involved in the “cure.” 
They come back to Georgia to be sold at a fancy price.) 

Georgia leads the nation in peanut production. One-third of 
the 1941 crop was grown in Georgia, The nation’s crop was 1,558,- 
085,000 pounds. 

Peanuts began to come into production in Georgia because of 
the ravages of the boll weevil. » That peanuts should, in 25 years, 
become worth almost 25 millions of dollars to Georgia farmers is an 
almost incredible story. 

The peanut, along with all the nation, is being called on to 


more than triple production. 
There are three distinct peanut areas in 


: S 
GEORGIA PEANUT the south. Virginia, North Carolina and 


Tennessee peanut sections are classified as the Virginia-Carolina 
area. Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi and South Carolina 
make up the southeastern area. Texas, Oklahoma, Louisiana and 
Arkansas also produce peanuts, making up the southwestern area. 

The peanut gets around. 

There are nine distinct varieties of peanuts. You’ve munched 
most of them, 

Georgia grows two of the three principal varieties—the Spanish 
and the runner. The Spanish nut is the small, round nut with the 
red skin. The runner is slightly larger but similar. 

Last year Georgia planted 591,000 acres. 

This year the farmers signed up for 1,130,000 acres. 

Since that time a “floor” has been put under peanuts, a floor for 
edibles and a floor for oil peanuts. 

The farmers are expected to bring in more acres. The govern- 
ment is asking Georgia farmers to increase peanut acres to about 
1,537,000, or more than a million more acres than ever before put 
into peanuts. 

This would mean that peanuts would bring into Georgia in 1942, 
about $75,000,000: This year cotton brought in about $60,000,000. 
The government has guaranteed farmers $82 per ton for Spanish 
nuts to be crushed for oil and $78 for the runner nuts. Edible nuts 
bring more. pie 

The peanut farmers, especially those with cotton acres, are going 
to have a big year in 1942. Georgia ought to have plenty of money 
in the rural sections. Livestock is a growing industry and its prices 
are up.

FIGHTING PEANUT You might consider, the next time you 

are eating peanuts at a bar or at lunch 
or at home, that the peanut can become a really effective weapog 
of war. 

The oil is used in the making of glycerine for explosives. 

Georgia peanuts, before the year is done, will be blowing up 
Japanese. 

This country never has produced all the fats and oils it needs, 
We didn’t because we could import them so cheaply. The soap 
industry used tremendous supplies of coconut oil. It makes the 
best lathering soap. 

Peanut oil will do a fine job, too, a better one than cottonseed 
oil. 

Margarine made from peanut oil tastes like country butter and 
is just as healthy. It also is, generally, cleaner. Peanut oil and 
milk churned into a margarine make as fine a spread as ever came 
out of a cow. It is a Georgia product and it uses milk and oil. 

Peanut oil is an excellent substitute for olive oil. It has the 
highest smoking point of any oil and is ideal for cooking. It hasn't 
been produced in great commercial amounts in the past because 
it wasn’t profitable. Now it is. 

It’s a useful little nut—the peanut. This week they are cele- 
brating “Peanut Week.” If you don’t think the peanut is useful, 
consider some of its uses: 

Peanut oil: Oleomargarin, vegetable shortenings, salad oil, may- 
onnaise, soap, glycerin for explosives, shaving cream, textile 
lubricants, face creams, hair lotions, a base for adrenalin and a 
massage for infantile paralysis victims. 

Peanut flour: Breads, cakes, cookies, soups, sausage, dog food, 
macaroni, spaghetti, noodles, waffles, doughnuts, breakfast foods 
and diabetic food. 

Peanut meal: Cattle, hog and chicken feed, dog food, plastics, 
glues, cold water paints, adhesives, textile fibers, cloth.

He Should Have Been 
Fighting Fire 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A New York writer said recently that he had carefully avoided 
mentioning the war in the last two years. It was the sensible and 
business-like thing to do, It is always good business to avoid mat- 
ters of controversy. 

A writer who avoided discussing the war also avoided making 
enemies. Good people who hated and feared war, and regarded all 
warnings and defense preparations as “warmongering,” did not 
write to the editor to complain of his work. Organized agents and 


supporters of Hitler did not try to silence him by threatening to 


boycott the paper. 
least he lost none. ! 

I was advised to adopt that policy, and I confess that I tried. 
After all, a man owes a duty to his family as well as his country. 

But if he knows the dam above his city is breaking, and soon 
will release a torrent of water that will roar down the valley and 
crush and maim and kill thousands of his unsuspecting neighbors, 
he must have a great deal of will power to go calmly about his 
business and say nothing to alarm or distress the people. All of 
his training and all of his decent instincts urge him to rush into 
the street crying: “The dam is breaking! Get to the hills!” 

A writer becomes absurd when he takes himself too seriously 
and regards himself as a moulder of public opinion and collaborator 
with Destiny; but the very nature of his job, like that of a physi- 
clan, obligates him to serve as best he can. The sin of the un-. 
profitable servant was that he didn’t use the one talent entrusted 
to him. 

I didn’t hope to reach and influence the big shots who were 
wasting our 18 months of grace, but there was always a chance that 
I might alarm readers who had vision and understanding and thus 
prompt them to use their influence to awake sleeping officials. 
Maybe it did some good; there’s no way of knowing. 

But what now? Now that we are at war, should writers try to 
be pleasantly entertaining and do their part to help people forget 
the horror of it? 

Or should they keep on trying to make people realize their 
danger and persuade officials and industrialists to do their full 
duty? 

Roosevelt himself says we are doing only 28 per cent of what 
we could do, and that means we'll probably take 72 per cent of a 
beating before we wake up. Thousands of Jap reservists on the 
coast, willing to die for their country, are still roaming free and 
may strike a desperate blow before this appears in print. We are

Frank Sinkwich came down to 
Atlanta from Athens the other 
‘night to receive from the Atlanta 


'Touchdown Club the trophy pre- 
sented annually by the club to 
the boy selected as the most valu- 
able player in the Southeastern 
Conference. The trophy went to 
Sinkwich for the 1941 season with 
the unanimous and_ enthusiastic 
'vote of the 70 members of the club. 
Johnny Bradberry, sports writ- 
er of The Constitution, began his 
'story of the occasion with these 
significant words: 
| “When Sinkwich started to 
speak, 70 members of-the Atlanta 
Touchdown Club cheered an All- 
American football player. When 
he finished, they cheered an All- 
American boy.”

This being Miss Bourke-White's 
second extensive trip through the 
Soviet Union, she noticed some 
major changes. One of the most 
amazing improvements, she told 
me, has to do with food. 


“Russia used to be a country of 
under-privileged people and this 
attention .to food is quite new,” 
she said. “There is one iarge 
dietetic store which has a doctor 
on hand to give the customers ad- 
vice on diet. The variety of food 
on sale is startling. I countegl 32 
different kinds of bread—for dia- 
betics, people with stomach trou- 
ble, etc.

Obey Rules, City 
Warns Milkmen 


Drivers of milk trucks attempt- 
ing to make deliveries in the 
downtown areas between 7 and 9 
o'clock in the mornings will be ar- 
rested for illegal parking, Mayor 
LeCraw said yesterday in a letter 
to C, G, Duncan, director of the 
State Milk Control Board.

Peanut Week 
Observance Is 


To BeginToday 


Big 1942 Crop Seen as 
Aid to Vegetable Oil 
Shortage. 


On the eve of National Peanut 
Week, Executive Secretary-Treas- 
urer W. B. Jester, of the Nation- 
al Peanut Council, said last night} - 
the nut which millions of Ameri- 
cans generally associate with base- 
ball games and circuses will play 


an important part in the nation’s 
war efforts. Peanut Week observ- 
ance begins today. 

“The peanut’s wartime role,” 
said Jester in an interview, ‘will 
center largely around the produc- 
tion of badly-needed vegetable oil. 

“And, it also will help supply the 
United States and her Allies with 
nutritious, morale-building foods. 

“Peanuts also may help supply 
the armed forces with emergency 
rations for use in the field. Scien- 
tists now are experimenting with 
a concentrated peanut cracker 
which would contain all the food 
elements needed to keep a soldier 
at peak fighting efficiency.” 

The council executives said near- 
ly a billion pounds of oil will be 
pressed from peanuts during 1942 
to help furnish the nation with the 
vegetable oils and fats needed to 
make glycerine for explosives, 
cook food for the armed forces 
and civilian population and .to 
make soap. 

The United States consumption 
of vegetable oils and fats annually 
exceeds its production, he said, 
and “‘with much of our imports 


lost and with our consumption. 


rising at the rate of 10 per cent 
annually, we must either increase 
our production or start rationing 
fats and oils.” 

The United States Department 
of Agriculture has appealed to 
growers to triple their 1942 pea- 
nut acreage to prevent a threat- 
ened vegetable oil shortage. 

Responding to that appeal, Jester 
said, farmers in 12 states from 
Virginia to Texas are expected to 
plant 5,000,000 acres in peanuts. 
Nearly 3 1-2 million acres of this 
will be devoted to growing the 
nuts for oil purposes and the re-| 
mainder for edible consumption. | 

“Several million pounds of pea- 
nuts already have been sent 
England under the lease-lend pro- 
gram,” Jester pointed out. “Since 
peanuts have a higher protein con- 
tent than meat, they can substitute 
for that threateningly-scarce prod- 
uct. Peanuts are rich in the mo- 
rale-building vitamin Bl and other | 
essential B vitamins.” 

Jester said a highly nutritious | 
dried soup made _ from 
flour, can be made—now was be-| 
ing developed. Peanut flour is re- 
fined from the meal left when | 
peanuts are crushed for oil.
